_ Clare and Appoint all the pieces of Money, commonly called Cobbs, and their 
FraQions of whatever kind they be, to paſs witheut diſtinQion by Weight, 
Tbat is ſuch of them as weigh fourteen Drop or above, at the Rate of fifty fix 
ſhilling, and ſuck as weigh leſs, atthe Rate of four ſhilling 8:0t- per Drop of 
the foreſaid weight of Laverk - Andlaſtly, We with advice oreſaid, Ordain 
all Scots fourty penny-pieces, to paſsand Be current in all Payments, at three 
ſhilling and fix pennies per piece: Certifying ſuch. as ſhall teſuſe the ſaid old
